cu surprise has béen caused 

in Roman Catholic circles by the 
deprivation of Mgr. Andre de la 
Villerabel, Archbishop of Rouen. 
The Archbishop was deprived by 
order of'the Pope after he had 
several: times’ refused to resign. 
when called upon to'do so by. the 
successor whom the, Pope had-ap- 
pointed,'Mgr. Chollet, the Archbi- 
shop of Cambrai, who has now 
taken his place. . ; 

The reason for the. deprivation 
of Mer. de la Villerabel is that, in 
defiance of canon law, he caused, 
or suffered, an ecclesiastic to be de- 
ferred to secular Justice without 
the consent of the Church. The 
ecclesiastic in question is Mgr., Ber- 
tin, until recently Vicar-General of 
Rouen, who was recently. charged 
“with .maladministration.. of the 
funds of certain religious bodies.

May 2, On that date Mgr. ‘Chollet 
went 'to the Archbishop's Palace at 
| Rouen, and ‘in the course of an in- 
terview with. Mgr. de la Vilerabel 
called,for.his resignation in the’ 
name of the Pope. In accordance 
with usage,the demand was Te- 
peated three times in the presence 
of witnesses, and the crozier was 
then removed from the, possession 
of the outgoing Archbishop. The 
appointment of Mgr. Chollet is 
temporary.

There, can be ‘no doubt ‘as to the 

prudence of the measures, adopted 
by China to check the depletion of 
| the national reserves. 

THE FUTURE? | 

So, far as Hong Kong 1s concern- 
ed, a basic change of this signt- 
ficance. involves too many uncer- 
tainties to warrant any prediction 
as to the future. 

Stabllity of exchange 1s ‘sald to 
be the first step towards -renabill- 
tation of trade, and a managed 
currency should promote confidence 
in the machinery of our commerce. 
It‘{s not, however, to be expected 
that it wili restore so merchants 
markets lost by tariff barriers, 
cheap foreign labour. and sub- 
sidized competition. 

Its fullest effect will be felt in 
proportion.as the manufactur- 
ing and producing resources of 
the Colony are developed.

The real progress that Hong 
Kong made latterly was in banking 
and finance.

There 
are 22. banks actively engaged in 
Foreign Exchange in Hong Kong— 


{number of Chinese native banks 
dealing indirectly in bullion opera- 
tions.

The increase in: their number 
within resent, years is due prin- 
cipally to a feeling of unrest with 
banking conditions in China.

It Was something in the nature 
of an antl-climax that, after being 
hurtled over 1,600 “miles at an 
H average speed of 139 miles an hour, 
{the bulk,of the mall brought by 
the Dorado on Tuesday should 
have lain almost neglected over- 
night.» Lucky boxholders had 
thelr eagerly-awaited airmail an 
hour after the Dorado arrived but 
many, less. tortinate, did not 
receive their letters until 11 am. 
yesterday—17 hours after the matls 
reached the G.P.O. 

This type of service will not be 
appreciated by Imperial Airways 
whose pllots risked their lves in 
their endeavour to keep faith with 
the public. Tuesday's flight by. the 
Dorado. was truly remarkable and 
deserving of plaudits. The mails 
reached Penang 28 hours behind 
schedule, but by bustling their 
organisation; Imperial Airways 
breught the record wetght of mall 
bags‘to Hong Kong in 114 hours 
of actual flying. time and only six 
yand a half hours behind time. The 
arduous task completed, the. mails 
were handed over ‘safely. to ‘be 
treated In a lethargic manner, 
most unfair to Impertal Airways 


That malls which arrived at the 
GP.O, at 6 pm, should not be 
delivered until 11 am. the next 
day, is’ most reprehensible on the 
part of the authorities and im- 
mediate precautions should be 
taken to prevent the. recurrence 
that Is otherwise tound to come. 

However efficient the otganisa- | 
tion, it 1s fmpossible to expect 
' ‘planes covering long , stretches of 
difficulty country "to arrive pre- 
elsely on scheduled time day after 
day—even express trains cannot 
do that—espectelly during the 
monsoon period just starting, and | 
ithe faster the air services become, 
the more ts the likelihood of 
schedule not being kept.
